Youth Risk Rehevior Survey 
School Committee 
receives YRBS results

WILMINGTON — Coor- 
dinator of Behavioral 
Health & Social Emotional 
Support Christine Murray 
and JSI Senior Consultant 
and Project Director Alec 
McKinney shared the re- 
sults from the previous 
school year’s Youth Risk 
Behavior Survey for the 
School Committee last 
Wednesday night. 

McKinney explained that 
the YRBS assessment is a 
Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) 
national survey adminis- 
tered in all 50 states. The 
priority areas of questions 
that it asks students are 
related to mental health, 
substance use, sexual be- 
haviors, unintentional in- 
juries and violence, nutri- 
tion and physical activity, 
and this year they added 
COVID-19 impact. 

The survey is anony- 
mous. High school students 
only were asked about dat- 
ing violence and being 
forced to do sexual things 
they didn’t want to do; the 
rest were asked of both 
middle and high school 
students. 

Participation was slight- 
ly down from last year, 
McKinney noted, at 66 per- 
cent of students. 

“Typically it’s around 95 
percent participation,” he 
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said. 

He also said that this 
was lower than the partic- 
ipation in other districts. 

Murray clarified that the 
survey had been adminis- 
tered during in-person days 
and not online. 

The results from Wilmin- 
ton suggested a lot are ex- 
periencing poor mental 
health, with 1 in 5 saying 
they had experienced some 
type of loss due to COVID- 
19. In mental health, they 
answered school demands 
and expectations as the 
cause of the most negative 
stress. 

However, there were rel- 
atively high rates of men- 
tal health support in their 
answers. 

Substance abuse, McKin- 
ney said, increased by 
grade, although Wilming- 
ton students had a lower 
use of alcohol compared 
with the rest of the district. 
Some unintentional injury 
and violence that the re- 
sults showed were with cell 
phone use while driving 
and electronic bullying. 
They were also more likely 
to report risky sexual be- 
haviors like having sexual 
intercourse, sending or re- 
ceiving sexual messages, 
and not using contracep- 
tion. Nutrition and physi- 
cal activity improved com- 
pared to last year. 

One thing the committee 
noticed was the new gender 
option of “genderqueer,” 
which McKinney said was 
added this year as a new 
dropdown gender option. 
He said they could choose 
between “female,” “male,” 
“genderqueer,” “don’t know” 
and “not willing to say.”

Recently, the CDC has 
released new guidelines 
and recommendations 
concerning COVID-19 
booster shots, as well as 
vaccine eligibility for 
children ages 11 and un- 
der. 

Children ages 5 to ll 
are eligible to receive the 
2-shot Pfizer vaccine ser- 
ies, in which the dosage 
size will be roughly a 
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COVID-19 vaccines re- 
leased under. emergency 
use and promoting the 
efficacy of natural im- 
munity. He stated there 
are studies showing the 
effectiveness of treat- 
ments for COVID-19 like 
hydroxychloroquine and 
ivermectin. 

He added that students 
are less likely to contract, 
transmit, or die from 
COVID, implying that in 
his opinion there should 
not be a mask or vaccine 


requirement for them. 

Superintendent Dr. 
Glenn Brand announced 
WHS senior Joey Dynan 
as the recipient of the 
Massachusetts Associa- 
tion of School Superinten- 
dent’s Excellence Award.

Clinical trials demon- 
strated a 90.7 percent 
efficacy rate for protec- 
tion against symptoma- 
tic disease. Vaccines are 
set to be distributed in 
pharmacies and pediatri- 
cians’ offices. 

Looking ‘towards boost- 
er shots, for those who 
received the Johnson & 
Johnson single-dose vac- 
cine, the CDC now rec- 
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ommends a booster dose 
for individuals who re- 
ceived their initial dose 
two or more months ago. 

Additionally, those eli- 
gible to receive the 
booster among _ initial 
recipients of the Moder- 
na or Pfizer vaccine ser- 
ies include those who are 
immunocompromised, 
residents of long-term 
care facilities, those over 
65 years old, or those 
who are at increased risk 
for COVID-19 exposure

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Do fall clean up now 


before the first snow 


By HEATHER BURNS 
News Correspondent 


ast week’s nor' 

easter was an 

unwanted remin- 

der that old man 
winter is: lurking just 
around the corner. Before 
your lawn is covered with 
a white blanket of snow, 
take the time now to do a 
thorough fall clean up of 
your home’s exterior and 
yard. 

No one enjoys an after- 
noon of raking leaves, but 
a build up of fallen leaves 
can suffocate your lawn 
and prevent new growth 
in the spring. 

Raked leaves can also be 
shredded to create a good 
winter mulch for young 
trees and tender plants. 
Many lawn mowers have 
a mulching attachment, 
which may save you the 
agony of raking your lawn. 

While you have the 
mower out, give your lawn 
one last cut before winter. 
Keeping your lawn shorter 
than normal over the win- 
ter will help soil dry out 
faster in the early, wet, 
spring months. 

It is also a good idea to 
feed your lawn before its 
long winter's nap with a 
fall fertilizing treatment. 
Choose one with a high 
phosphorus level to pro- 
mote root growth. Your 
fertilizing efforts now will 
pay off in the spring with a 
lush, green lawn. 

Aerate garden and lawn 
soil to prevent water from 
pooling and freezing. Aer- 
ating also promotes heal- 
thy root systems. 

Clean out debris in gar- 
dens, flower beds and near 
fencing to keep unwanted 
critters at bay. Dead plant 
debris and leaves make at- 
tractive winter homes for 
mice and groundhogs. 


A When fallen leaves are left on your lawn all winter, 
it can prevent new grass growth in the spring. Also, be 
sure to cut your lawn shorter than normal before the 
first hard frost. Long grass left to sit over the winter 
can cause poor drainage in the spring and promote 


mold and mildew growth. 


Moving garden waste out 
will keep unwanted pests 
from moving in, and will 
give you a clean slate to 
work with in the spring. 
When removing unwant- 
ed plants and rotten pro- 
duce from your vegetable 
garden, remember these 
make for great compost. 
Adding a layer of compost 


to your garden in the fall — 


will be helpful in propagat- 
ing new plants next spring. 

Take extra care in clean- 
ing out rose beds, as rotten

foliage can foster harmful 
plant disease over the win- 
ter months. 

Trim: any damaged or 
overgrown tree and shrub 
branches to prevent break- 
age during winter storms. 

Fall is also a good time to 
divide and replant your 
overgrown perennials. This 
will save you time and 
money in the spring as you 
will have “new” perennials 
to enjoy all summer long.

STOW — With the end of 
daylight savings time 
coming on Nov. 7, Mas- 
sachusetts fire officials 
issued a seasonal remin- 
der to check your smoke 
and carbon monoxide (CO) 
alarms when you change 
your clocks. 

“Working smoke and CQ 
alarms are key to surviv- 
ing a fire or carbon mo- 
noxide leak,” said State 
Fire Marshal Peter J. Os- 
troskey. “As we ‘fall back’ 
this weekend, remember 
to check your alarms 
when you change your 
clocks. Unless you have 
newer alarms with 10-year 
sealed batteries, this is a 
good time to replace the 
alkaline batteries in your 
smoke and carbon monox- 
ide alarms or replace the 
entire device if it’s more 
than 10 years old.” 

Fire Marshal Ostroskey 
also highlighted the im- 
portance of CO alarms as 
we head into the colder 
months. 

“Carbon monoxide is the 


leading cause of poisoning 
deaths in the United 
States,” he said. “The pri- 
mary sources of carbon 
monoxide in the home are 
furnaces and other fuel- 
burning appliances. We 
can’t see, smell, or taste 
carbon monoxide, so it’s 
important to have work- 
ing CO alarms to alert you 
to this invisible killer.” 


Replace Aging 
_ Smoke Alarms 

“Smoke alarms are like 
any other household ap- 
pliances: they don’t last 
forever,” said Chief Mi- 
chael Winn, president of 
the Fire Chiefs Associa- 
tion of Massachusetts. “Al- 
arm manufacturing dates 
are printed on the back of 
the device. Smoke alarms 
usually need to be re- 
placed after 10 years, and 
carbon monoxide alarms 
after five to seven years. 
If the date on your alarm 
is more than 10 years ago, 
or if there’s no date at all, 
it’s time to replace it.”

That’s 
right, Berube the defend- 
er was named Offensive 
Athlete of the Week, She 
had been the NEWMAC 
Defensive Player of the 
Week back in September 
of 2018, but this award was 
a little different. 

“Y’m not going to lie, I 
was kind of shocked when 
I won that,” Berube said.

and tree roots of all sizes 
at every inch of the course 
and every step you take 
makes it simply impossi- 
ble to race on.

English reaches impressive milestone 


-- 150 wins as JV Girls Soccer Coach 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Before 
she was asked to coach at 
the sub-varsity level at 
Wilmington High School, 
Mary Jo (MJ) English's 
coaching background con- 
sisted of coaching six and 

seven-year-olds. 

Last Thursday, English 
celebrated her 150th 
career victory as the WHS 
JV Girls' Soecer coach. 


Pretty remarkable 
achievement to say the 
least. 


“It's a result of all of the 
things that we try to build 
on. Since I started doing 
this, the ultimate goal is 
to have the kids love the 
game more from when 
they started playing for 
me and to ultimately play 
pretty soccer, while learn- 
ing how to win and that 
arrow has pointed to what 
we have done. It's been 
fantastic and it feels great 
to be successful,” said 
English. 

English first met WHS 
head coach Sue Hendee in 
the Eastern Mass 
Women's Adult Soccer 
League. They both played 
for a number of. years, 
with English as the head 
organizer/director of her 
team. Before the 2007 sea- 
son, Hendee asked 
English -- a former star 
player at Reading High 
and Mount Holyoke 
College, along with play- 
ing squash - if she would 
coach the freshmen team. 
She said yes and the fol- 


lowing year, she was 
moved to the JV spot. 

“MJ is great and the kids 
really respect her and 
really enjoy playing for 
her,” said Hendee. “She 
does a real good job and 
she is very professional. I 
can trust that she is going 
to get 100 percent out of 
the kids that play for her.” 

Besides taking last year 
off due to COVID-19 as 
well as taking care of her 
parents, English has been 
on the sidelines ever 
since, and has formed 
quite a tradition and was 
asked about her coaching 
style. 

“T try to build a culture 
of responsibility, account- 
ability and honesty. I real- 
ly express honesty, com- 
munication, doing things 
the right way, self-disci- 
pline, hard work, belong- 
ing, and I think the 
belonging thing is high- 
lighted to them because 
the kids will come back to 
the field after they had 
graduated just to say hi, 
so I think that helped kids 
knowing that they were a 
part of something. 

“T like to see them grow 
and\ create something 
beautiful. I always tell the 
kids that I have high 
expectations so I chal- 
lenge them to reach for 
them and to meet them 
every year. I tell them 
that they have no right ‘to 
let their teammates down 
and that they need to help 
their teammates at all 
times. I try to draw paral- 
lels and compare how 


they handle things on the 
soccer field to how they 
handle life situations, and 
I think I do most of that 
with a lot of love and 
heart. I think the kids see 
that and respect that.” 

A day after winning her 
150th game, a 4-0 decision 
over Melrose, the 
Wildcats defeated 
Watertown, 1-0, on Friday, 
which ended the team's 
season with an impressive 
10-6-2 record, . including 
finishing 6-0-1 in their last 
seven. Winning streaks 
are something _ that 
English knows all about. 
She guided the 2012 and 
2015 JV teams to perfect 
18-0 records and also had 
two other teams finish 
unbeaten. In a five-year 
span from 2012-2016, the 
JV team finished with an 
incredible 82-1-5 record, 
which included an unbeat- 
en streak of 69 games with 
a mark of 64-0-5. The team 
lost a game on September 
7th, 2013 and did not lose 
again until the 2017 sea- 
son. 

“Those were some of the 
most memorable 
moments. That streak of 
success was unparalleled 
and I realize that this is 
JV high school soccer, but 
I truly feel that (that 
stretch) was one of the 
best highlights of my life,” 
she said.

By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
BILLERICA - When you 
are going through a tough 
season record wise, it's 
pretty easy to give up or 
fold, and it's pretty easy 
to turn on each other, 
passing the blame bucket.

Arlington, No. 13 
Lexington, No. 28 Belmont 
and No. 36 Winchester 
and then lost a combined 
seven games against four 
D2 teams including .No. 9 
Melrose, No. 10 Reading, 
No. 12 Woburn and No. 25 
Wakefield. Also there 
were three combined loss- 
es to D3 teams No. 18 
Stoneham and No. 21 
Watertown. All ten of 
those Middlesex League 
teams will be competing 
in the playoffs. 

“Obviously it was a diffi- 
cult season. We knew that 
we were going to have a 
real young team. We knew 
that we were in a league 
where almost all of the 
teams are upperclassmen 
heavy. We go into these 
senior nights and these 
teams have 15 seniors, so 
we picked a bad year to be 
young. The inexperience 
(showed),” said head 
coach Steve Scanlon. “We 
had a lot of kids who 
played in a varsity game 
and season for the very 
first time and that's just 
so tough. The physical 
match-up is tough. 

“We are just so over- 
whelmed in this league, 
it's unbelievable. We go to 
these games and there's 
three other guys working 


with the kids, and then 
there's the head coach. 
Here it's just me, just 
Dennis (Ingram at JV) 
and just Chris 
(Michelangelo at the 
Freshmen level).” 

Going the entire season 
without a win is certainly 
draining, but Scanlon said 
that his players always 
put forth their strongest 
effort every time out. 

“One thing that I do 
admire about this team is 
they didn't stop. They hus- 
tled the whole time. They 
always worked hard in the 
games and they didn't 
tear into each other when 
things were going bad. 
There was none of it so 
that says a lot about your 
captains. That could have 
easily gotten ugly so I was 
grateful for that,” he said. 

In terms of this week's 
games, it started with the 
tie with Watertown. The

BOSTON - Back in 1987, 
Keith Robinson graduated 
from Tewksbury 
Memorial High School. A 
little bit before he took his 
cap and gown, a true 
diehard Boston Bruins 
fan, he watched the 
team's season end thanks 
to the hated rivals from 
Montreal. 

A year later, he was 
working with the Bruins 
as a visiting team's locker 
room assistant, and he 
vividly remembers help- 
ing members of the 
Stanley Cup Champion 
Edmonton Oilers get out 
of the old Boston Garden 
safely, after sweeping the 
B's. 

Fast forward to today, 
and Robinson is in his 
33rd year with the Bruins 
organization, the last 
eleven as the team's 
Equipment Manager. Last 
Thursday night, the 
Bruins were defeated by 
the Florida Panthers, 4-1, 
and that marked the 
2,000th game that 
Robinson has worked as a 
full-time employee. 

During the 33 years and 
2,000 games, Robinson has 
pretty much seen it all. 
He was there when the 
Bruins won the Cup in 2011 
- and then brought it to 
the Tewksbury Country 
Club before 3,000 people 
as part of a charity 
fundraiser. He was there 
when the Bruins lost in 
the Cup Finals in 1988, 
1990, 2013 and 2019. He 
was in Toronto during last 
year's COVID-19 season, 
held in the “bubble”. He 
has been there for 26 play- 
off appearances, 12 differ- 
ent coaches and he has 
worked alongside all of 
the Bruins' greats over 
the last three decades 
whether it be Ray 
Bourque, Cam _ Neely, 
Adam Oates, Joe 
Thornton, Patrice 
Bergeron, Zdeno Chara, 
goalies Andy Moog, 
Reggie Lemelin, Tim 
Thomas and  Tuukka 
Rask. 

He was there when the 
players used the old wood- 
en 'Sherwood' sticks and 
now with his position, he's 
on the bench replacing 
the steel of a skate blade 
in a matter of seconds. 

He was there when the 
Bruins played in their 
final game at the old 
Boston Garden, and there 
for the opener in the cur- 
rent TD Garden. And he 
was there for all of the 
times the Bruins' retired 
jersey numbers of their 
all-time best players. 

Throughout all of that, 
he never kept track of any 
milestones. and never 
thought of the games or 
the years - to him, it's his 
job and that's it. 

“T kind of got coerced by 
co-workers into revealing 
how many games I've had 
but to me I really didn't 
care. It didn't seem like 
that much of a difference 
to me on how many 
games you work. We have 
an Equipment .Managers 
Association and Head 
Trainer's Association and 


there's a website where 
you fill out stuff about 
your career like you see 
with a player and they 
were all like ‘will you fill 
out your stuff". And I was 
like, 'no, it doesn't matter. 
Who cares?' 

“T guess now seeing peo- 
ple's reactions to it, I 
guess it's pretty neat. The 
other part of it, truth be 
told, is that my kids and 
family were seeing other 
things like Don DelNegro 
just celebrated his 2,000th 
game as a head medical 
guy with the Bruins, and 
my two teenage boys and 
wife were like ‘will you 
just tell them (how many 
games?). You have been 
there forever. Just tell 
people how many games 
you have worked'. For 
other people and: their 
reactions to it, I guess it's 
pretty rewarding.” 

After working part-time 
that first year of 1987-'88, 
Robinson became a full- 
time employee the follow- 
ing year. After a deep 
playoff run in 1989, the 
team went back to the 
Finals in 1990, losing to 
the Oilers, which included 
that epic three-overtime 
loss in Game 1. 

“In 1988, I was in the vis- 
itor's room when 
Edmonton beat the Bruins 
at the Garden, unfortu- 
nately. I got to see what 
that was all about. I 
remember helping on the 
perimeter and helping the 
players get out of the 
Garden after they had 
won it. Then a couple of 
years later, being on the 
staff full-time, I got to go 
with them throughout that 
playoff run and we got to 
play Edmonton again. 
That was a pretty neat 
experience because I was 
only 20 years old at the 
time to see that and expe- 
rience it (was pretty spe- 
cial). 

“I guess the difference 
between that (1990 sea- 
son) and the 2011 (Cup 
championship) was age. I 
was younger and I was 
closer in age to a lot of the 
players and it was just a 
cool experience with that 
group, guys like Ray 
Bourque, so it was just a 
really neat experience at 
a different age compared 
to 2011.” 

Robinson, 52, was asked 
what a typical game day 
consists of. He said it 
starts by leaving his 
Kensington, New 
Hampshire home around 
5:30 am as part of his long 
commute to the city. 

“If we hadn't played the 
night before, we have 
morning skate generally 
around 11:00, but injured 
guys would go on before 
that. We will get in there 
and get things in place 
and then sharpen the 
skates for that day, so typ- 
ically that would be 
around 7:30 in the morn- 
ing and I go through 
everyone who is playing 
that day and get them 
ready for morning ‘skate,” 
he explained. “Then after 
morning skate, we move 
the skates and the goalie's 
and whatever other equip- 
ment is needed to be 
moved to the game rink.

Then we'll get all of that 
set up over at the game 
rink in the early after- 
noon, so hopefully by 2:00 
we have that room situat- 
ed for the guys and then 
start showing up around 
4:00. Then we have the 
game.” 

During the games, he 
does it all - he'll change 
blades of skates, work on 
helmets and other equip- 
ment, make sure all the 
sticks are aligned proper- 
ly. Once the game ends, 


_ it's even more work. 


“If we're not flying out, 
we'll get the skates and 
goalie equipment back 
and wrap it up around 
11:30 or so. Then if you're 
flying out after the game, 
or on the road and coming 
home from flying, some- 
times you are wrapping 
things up at 2-2:30, some- 
times 3 or 4 in the morn- 
ing and possibly getting 
right back at it for 8 am 


_ the next day.” 


Certainly all of the 
preparation before and 
after games takes a toll, 
but in-game situations are 
no day at the beach either. 

“There's been. some 
things that have . been 
really high pressure, bro- 
ken skates and that sort of 
things or blades falling 
out and that stuff kind of 
just happens,” he said. “I 
remember one game 
Timmy Thomas took a 
shot in his cage and it 
damaged the cage so bad, 
that he came off the ‘ice 
for intermission and 
asked to switch the cage, 
but his mask was kind of 
unique. There were a lot 
of unique features to it 
that set it apart from the 
typical goalie mask and 
he asked me if I could 
change the cage. 

“To try to do that during 
the intermission and have 
it ready for him to go 
back out there was a pret- 
ty uphill battle and a real 


daunting task because of 
all of the unique things. 
He had a separate chin 
cup, a separate piece and 
other things that just 
made it a very specialized 
cage. Put it this way, if 
that were to happen to a 
goalie wearing a normal 
goalie's mask, it shouldn't 
be too much of a problem 
to swap the cage out, but 
in this case there were so 
many different elements 
involved, that we could 
not get it going. 

“He had taken his back- 
up mask home to do some 
work on it himself, so 
unbeknownst to us, so he 
didn't have his back-up 
mask to throw on. He 
threw on our other 
goalie's mask which is 
totally different and it 
was a little bit of skeptical 
because if I remember it 
correctly, Columbus 
scored a goal, he kind of 
blamed me for not having 
his mask ready. It was a 
funny situation but it was 
also a mad scramble. 

“The other part to that is 
if he refused to play with- 
out that mask, the other 
goalie has to go in and the 
back-up goalie was help- 
ing me fix the cage 
because he didn't want to 
go into the game cold so 
he was trying to help me 
so that kind of indicated 
that he wasn't going in. So 
Timmy grabbed (the 
back-up goalie's mask) 
and went back into the 
game.” 

Besides working with 
Thomas, who was such an 


integral part of the 
Bruins' Cup 
Championship in 2011, 
Robinson said _ there's 


such a long, long list of so 
many great people - never 
mind players, who he has 
had the privilege of work- 
ing with and helping over 
the years. 

“The early years obvi- 
ously was pretty special to

work with Ray (Bourque), 
Cam (Neely) and Adam 
Oates and that group 
when I was young. They 
were all legends. Then I 
worked with Joe 
Thornton, but there's just 
been so many great guys - 
(Milan) Lucic, Tuukka 
(Rask) and just so many. 
Tuukka has been just a 
real good friend and 
someone so great to work 
with over the years.” 

Rask is just one of many 
goalies who Robinson has 
worked with over the 
years and through that 
time, equipment such as 
pads, chest protectors and 
blockers got much bigger, 
but sizes have decreased 
after the scoring drought 
in the early 2000's. 

Besides that, sticks and 
skates are much different 
now, as opposed to when 
he first got the gig. 

“There's been different 
advances (in the equip- 
ment) from when I start- 
ed and to now. The sticks 
are a whole different situ- 
ation. You had the origi- 
nal Sherwoods and Titans 
and this and that back 
when I started and the 
majority of it was wood. It 
would crack and stuff but 
you wouldn't see a lot of 
sticks shattering like they 
do now, even by a blocked 
shot or a blocked pass, 
they just break into two 
instantly. 


“As for skates, the 


removal quick blade that: 


these companies have 
now so that's a different 
element now. Before we 
never had back-up steel 
right there on the bench 
so. if someone feels like 
they damaged their edge, 
it's literally seconds to get 
the next set of steel (onto 
their skate). The skates 
they wore before either 
they would try to get 
through it and maybe not 
performing at their best, 
so they would try to get 


through that period, take 
the boot off, or they would 
have to undo the whole 
thing all on the bench and 
someone would have had 
to run in and sharpen it 
and bring it back.” 

While Robinson has seen 
major transformations of 
the game of professional 
hockey over three 
decades, he admitted that 
because he's on the road 
so much, that he's missed 
out on some of the activi- 
ties of his two kids, Kole, 
19 and Ty, 16. They both 
played soccer and hockey 
growing up, and Kole for- 
merly played at Exeter . 
High School in New 
Hampshire, with Kole 
there now. Certainly that 
hasn't been easy to miss 
those events, but much 
more than that, it hasn't 
been all that easy for his 
wife Stephanie, to do it by 
herself. 

“Traveling with the 
(Bruins) I missed a 
decent amount of games 
and activities, but it was 
really cool when I was 
able to see them play. 
There's technology with 
"LiveBarn' now so I could 
watch their games when 
I'm on the road so that 
was helpful. It was neat 
watching them play and I 
went to a game on 
(Sunday) actually. They 
are both big-time hockey 
fans and I didn't force it 


. on them either. They just 


hooked onto it. 

“It does take the family 
support, especially with 
my wife, to put up with me 
and my traveling. She 
knew what she was get- 
ting into, but she's accept- 
ed it and has taken on a 
lot of the stuff on her own 
at home when I'm not 
around. She has done a lot 
of juggling and running 
around when I'm not 
around, so she deserves 
so much credit.”

Eversource

It’s safe to say Stoneham’s 
officials were. anything but 
electrified by recent news 
about the snail’s pace of work 
‘ on a major underground trans- 
mission line. 

Earlier this month, Ever- 
source officials confirmed that 
Stoneham lived up to its name 
after a specialized drilling 
team from the midwestern 
United States discovered its 
high-powered boring equip- 
ment was no match for the 
community’s ledge rich soil. 

With the drill’s teeth worn 
down substantially and then 
becoming jammed inside a 
rock outcropping earlier this 
fall, according to Eversource 


representatives, the metal 
casing being inserted into the 
ground was actually bent out- 
of-place by the resulting pres- 
sure. For weeks since, the 
specialized excavator, which 
hovers over expansive con- 
struction trench that sits in the 
center of one of Stoneham’s 
busiest intersections off Main 
Street, has been completely 
quiet. 

“Our contractor ran into 
some rock and boulders that 
forced us to. make repairs to 
our boring machine,” Ever- 
source project manager 
Michael Hager told the Select 
Board last week. “Over the 
next few days, we'll get a feel 
for whether we can continue on 
without hitting more obstruc-

summer of 2022. 

Less than pleased with that 
worst-case scenario, town offi- 
cials, who have dreaded the 
major $140 million electrical 
infrastructure project for years 
now, warned that residents in 
and around Elm Street are at 
their breaking point.

The set-up of "Last Night 
in Soho," which opens in the- 
aters Friday, is smashing 
but gets squandered by the 
film's second half.

When- 
ever Sandie passes a mirror, 
Eloise is reflected back. 
They are somehow spiritu- 
ally intertwined. Initially, 
the experience is everything 
she's imagined. Sandy and a 
dashing well-connected man 
(Matt Smith) whirl through 
nighttime Soho, skipping 
under the bright marquee of 
"Thunderball." (Fittingly, 
"Last Night in Soho" will ap- 
pear in theaters alongside 
another Bond, more than 50 
years later.) 

Eloise soon can't wait to 
hop back into bed. But after 
a few nights, Sandy's hope- 
ful start as a performer has 
been cynically sidetracked 
into a tawdry backup-dancer 
act. Backstage, the reality is 
significantly worse. Eloise's 
dream of the '60s turns into 
a nightmare. But just when 
you think "Last Night in 
Soho" is going to go deeper 
into Eloise's nostalgia and 
relationship to her own pres- 
ent, she becomes almost 
zombie-fied by the harrow- 
ing visions. Her journey 


seems to run out midway 


through the movie. 

The nightmare turns in- 
creasingly real, and even 
connects to certain figures 
in Eloise's modern day. Ter- 
ence Stamp figures promi- 
nently, as he always does. 
But as much as his presence 
is electrifying, the character 
gives him little to work with. 
Michael Ajao plays a sweet 
student suitor of Eloise. That 
"Last Night in Soho," which 
Wright wrote with Krysty 
Wilson-Cairns, dispels the 
allure of the '60s to Eloise 
isn't the problem.

rapid 
fashion,” Sheehan later said of the big excava- 
tor by Central and Main Streets. 


Project timeline 

First unveiled back in 2015, the ongoing in- 
frastructure project is a joint undertaking by 
Eversource and National Grid to bury the 
345KV cable underneath an 8.5-mile stretch of 
local roadways between an electrical substation 
by Woburn’s Horn Pond and Wakefield’s Junc- 
tion Substation off of Salem Street by the Lyn- 
nfield line. 

With the project proving controversial from 
the start, local officials in Woburn, Stoneham, 
and Winchester all opposed the project at some 
point between 2015 and Feb. of 2017, when the 
state’s Energy Facilities Siting Board (EFSB) 
overrode those local objections and granted a 
state permit for the high-voltage line. 

Meanwhile, Wakefield, dealing with National 
Grid, signed off on the proposal early and al- 
lowed contractors to get right to work on plan- 
ning and implementation. 

In 2018, Stoneham joined with its neighbor 
by withdrawing its opposition and granting 
right-of-way and _ street-opening permits. 
Woburn soon followed, with Winchester holding 
out for a while longer before it too gave up the 
fight. 

A major commuter thoroughfare that draws 
motorists heading westbound towards I-93 in 
Stoneham off of Montvale Avenue, Elm Street 
is almost entirely residential in character be- 
tween Route 28 and the Wakefield line, where 
the road becomes Albion Street. 

Since Noy. of 2019, when National Grid 
crews began digging up portions of Albion 
Street, Elm Street area residents have become 
intimately familiar with the 345KV project as 
gas and other utility companies began simulta- 
neously digging up the roadway in Stoneham to 
relocate its line and equipment. 

Beginning this spring, contractors began 
setting up major detours along and around Elm 
Street as several huge concrete splicing boxes, 
each with dimensions of eight-by-30-feet, were 
installed along various sections of the roadway. 
Since that time, the pockmarked road has been 
covered with huge steel plates that are used to 
cover up the massive holes at the end of each 
day. 


Last week, Hager advised the Select Board 
that the remainder of the Elm Street excava- 
tion work beyond downtown Stoneham, will 
likely carry over until next spring. 

Specifically, trenches still have to be dug 
along sections of the roadway closest to Stone- 
ham Center (or from Penny Lane to Central 
Street). And with the construction team al- 
ready racing to finish up its big jack-and-bore 
dig under the subsurface stream by Main and 
Central Street, Hager acknowledged that most 
of that Elm Street work will likely continue next 
spring. 

Meanwhile, work crews are also trying to 
finish up work on the conduit project along 
Montvale Avenue, where the route crosses 
under I-93 by the Gulf Gas Station in Woburn. 
Yet another major part of the undertaking, the 
installation of a drainage culvert along Mont- 
vale Avenue by Lindenwood Cemetery will also 
take place next spring. 

Hager also explained that next construction 
season, crews also have to begin inserting and 
pulling the actual high-voltage conduit through 
the freshly dug trenches across the community. 
Lastly, paving and restoration work is also 
scheduled to take place next year. 

Though facing major setbacks in Stoneham, 
Eversource made much better progress along 
Montvale Avenue and other sections of East 
Woburn, where the high-voltage line runs from 
Washington Street in Winchester. 

According to Woburn City Councilor Dar- 
lene Mercer-Bruen, though her constituents 
certainly suffered plenty due to traffic detours 
and round-the-clock noise nuisances, she has 
been generally satisfied with Eversource’s re- 
sponse to those complaints. 

“T have to say the project manager was re- 
sponsive when we had problems, but it was dif- 
ficult for the people living on those streets,” 
said Mercer-Bruen in.a recent interview. 

McCourt Construction is now entirely out of 
East Woburn, but work still continues by 
Woburn’s Horn Pond area. Meanwhile, Ever- 
source also still has much work to do in neigh- 
boring Winchester, where construction will 
begin next spring along portions of Washington 
Street near Cross Street. 

Currently, excavation activity on the 345KV 
line by the Winchester and Woburn lines is fo- 
cused on Pickering Street near Border Street 
and Lake Avenue. It is expected crews will re- 
main in that area through November.

So this new MIAA 
high school football playoff 
power ratings system is re- 
ally going to take some get- 
ting used to if the initial 
seedings are any indication. 

In all, five of the 12 Mid- 
dlesex League teams quali- 
fied under the new system. 


Stoneham (8-0) drew the No.. 


1 seed in Division 6, as 
would tend to expect, but an 
undefeated team like Read- 
ing (8-0) only drew a No. 9 
seed in Division 2 and must 
play a road game in Attle- 
boro this Friday night 
against Bishop Feehan. 

In most polls, the Rock- 
ets are top 10 team overall 
but somehow are a ninth 
seed in this new system. 

Also qualifying from the 
Middlesex League were: 
Woburn (6-1/16th Div. 2), 
Wilmington (5-3/1ith Div.

Wakefield, at 43, just 
missed out by .0804 of rat- 
ings points in Division 3, 
while Belmont, at 4-4, could 
only earn a 25th seed in Di- 
vision 2.

4 
with an 18th seed. However, 
there was a three-win re- 
quirement needed to qualify 
anyway. 

Falling well short of qual- 
ifying were: Lexington (1- 
6/26th Div. 1), Winchester 
(1-7/31st Div. 2), Arlington 
(3-4/28th Div. 2) and 
Burlington (0-8/3ist Div. 4) 

The MIAA power ratings 
combine strength of sched- 
ule with margin of victory to 
provide a more accurate re- 
flection of how competitive 
a team will be in a statewide 
format. The formula may 
prove to be better in sports 
that have 20-game seasons, 
but in just a seven-or eight- 
game schedule, some good 
football teams are getting 
left out or seeded much 
lower than accustomed to 
based on record. 

A total of 31 teams with a 
.500 record or better did not 
qualify for the new playoffs. 
Some schools actually did 
qualify with losing records 
of 3-5 or 3-4. Among the no- 
tables who did: Brockton 
made it in Div. 1 at 3-5, 
North Andover at 3-5 made 


it in Div. 2, Stoughton at-3-5 
got into the Div. 3 playoffs 
and Danvers went 3-5 and 
got into the Div. 4 playoffs 
and as a No. 7 seed. 

And since it is state-wide 
these playoffs, it is making 
for some interesting travel 
on Friday night. Besides 
Reading going 52 miles to 
Attleboro to play Bishop 
Feehan, Wilmington has to 
play on the south shore and 
travel 57 miles to Middlebor- 
ough.’ Those trips, however, 
pale in comparison to Lynn 
Tech (Division 8) having to 
go 145 miles to Hoosac Val- 
ley in Adams; Norton 
trekking 140 miles to Pitts- 
field, and Easthampton will 
venture 118 miles east to 
Rockland.

Byrnes repeated that ze- 
ro tolerance policies should 
be considered for certain 
offenses. 

Chair Dr. Jenn Bryson 
quoted the resolution di- 
rectly as saying, “whenev- 
er possible over the use of 
zero tolerance policies.” 

“In those cases where it 
is the mandate, we’re go- 
ing to do zero tolerance,” 
she said. “In other cases, 
we'll rehabilitate and keep 
students learning.” 

David Ragsdale also said 
that it would still be al- 
lowed to suspend students 
for safety reasons. 

They ended up voting to 
approve the resolution. 

Regarding the resolution 
on alternatives to MCAS, 
the main issue Byrnes 
brought up was that she 
wanted to see an actual 
alternative researched and 
presented. Bryson replied 
that this resolution was 
just in support of creating 
a commission to do so.

“Having the receivership 
under the authority of the 
School Committee seems 
to. be a contradiction,” he 
said. 

Byrnes said she’d prefer 
if the School Committee 
kept some of the authority 
for things like policy cre- 
ation and authority over 
the budget. She asked, if 
the resolution went for- 
ward, what authority would 
be taken away. 

Ragsdale answered that 
it would be related to the 
budget. 

Samaha, however, spoke 
to the intent of the resolu- 


tion. 4 

“T’m not a fan of receiv- 
ership,” he said. “I don’t 
think it’s an effective ap- 
proach.” 

Jesse Fennelly shared 
that he could agree with 
the law changing, but didn’t 
think a School Committee 
resolution was the right 
way to effect that change. 

The vote to approve this 
resolution failed without 
enough votes. 

Then they discussed the 
resolution about the use of 
Native American mascots, 

Similarly to his previous 
opinion, Fennelly said that 
he agreed with the con- 
cept, but didn’t think it 
was an issue for School 
Committees to handle. 

Byrnes reminded the 
committee of the option to 
take no position. She said 
she’d personally be OK 
voting either way, but she 
wanted: to be mindful of 
those to whom the resolu- 
tion would directly impact. 

“I feel very strongly about 
supporting,” said Bryson. 
“I think it’s dangerous to 
say it doesn’t affect me.” 

She said that using these 
mascots is racist and of- 
fensive. 

Samaha agreed with Bry- 
son. 

“You can’t say that you’re 
an equitable, welcoming 
school community with a 
racist mascot.” 

Ragsdale opposed, say- 
ing that.a mascot isn’t nec- 
essarily inherently racist. 

“It’s odd that a state 
named after a Native Am- 
erican tribe would say 
that no school district is 
permitted to do this,” he 
said. 

Plowman shared the 
same concern about mak- 
ing a state mandate in this 
case. 

Bryson referenced a call 
from the American Psycho- 
logical Association to re- 
move Native American 
mascots completely. 


“Even some things that 
we would consider to not 
be problems could be quite 
negative,” she continued. 

When it came down to 
the vote, there were not 
enough votes in favor, so 
they did not approve sup- 
porting this resolution. 

The committee had al- 
ready begun discussing the 
resolution about dedicated 
funding for school-based 
clinics and services at the 
Oct. 13 meeting, but they 
continued here. Byrnes 
clarified that the intent of 
the resolution was to find 
direct resources for stu- 
dents while maintaining 
student privacy. 

Plowman said that she 
spoke to a district adminis- 
trator from a district with 
a mental health-based clin- 
ic who only had good 
things to say. She asked the 
rest of the committee to 
explain how they read the 
resolution to further calm 
her concerns. 

Ragsdale said he thought 
it-was deliberately vague 
so that it could be used in 
a variety of ways for stu- 
dents. 

Byrnes commented she 
liked the idea of communi- 
ty-based supports that 
could also be available for 
staff and families. 

Samaha explained that 
he saw it as supporting 
proposals for the establish- 
ment of funding for school- 
based physical and mental 
health clinics and services. 
Plowman replied that these 
were helpful thoughts and 
she was prepared to vote 
to approve. 

After that, Byrnes brought 


up issues of applying the |}, 


resolution to Wilmington. 

“We don’t have space to 
set up a mental health cli- 
nic within the high school,” 
she said. “Would we not 
qualify for possible fund- 
ing for that reason?” 

She also asked about 
funding beyond that po- 


tentially provided by the 
state. 

Samaha responded to say 
that: this level of detail 
could only be written in the 
proposals and not estab- 
lished by the resolution 
itself. The committee then 
voted in favor of this reso- 
lution. 
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Survey shows 
some potentially 
troubling trends 
in school 
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whether the students 
who selected “gender- 
queer” are public or 
possibly closeted. Mur- 
ray answered that un- 
packing the data is a 
community effort, but 
there are a lot of pro- 
grams that may reach 
them, between bullying 
prevention programs, 
social-emotional learn- 
ing, and LGBTQIA 
trainings for staff. 

Melissa Plowman 
pointed out the high 
bullying rates from stu- 
dents who view them- 
selves as “gender- 
queer.” Some other 
areas where these stu- 
dents scored higher 
than other genders were 
in having attempted 
suicide (15 percent) 
and being forced to do 
sexual things that they 
didn’t want to do (24 
percent). She placed 
duty on parents and 
caregivers and not just 
the school community 
to educate students 
about bullying and 
inclusivity for LGBTQIA 
students. 

Murray mentioned 
the Student Support de- 
_partment would be 
looking for more ways 
to involve families and 
caregivers. She plug- 
ged an upcoming virtu- 
al webinar called “Sup- 
porting Youth With De- 
pression” on Nov. 4 
from 6-8:30 p. m., to 
‘provide tricks and stra- 


tegies for depression 
and support for stu- 
dents. There would be 
more webinars cover- 
ing other related topics 
in the future. 

Jesse Fennelly asked 
in what areas McKin- 
ney had noticed signifi- 
cant decrease or in- 
crease in Wilmington’s 
results. One concern 
McKinney mentioned 
in response was that 11 
percent of students 
said they had made a. 
plan to commit suicide. 
However, he said there 
wasn’t anything really 
dramatic from what he 
saw. 

Plowman declared 
that to be 31 middle 
school students. 

“Those numbers were 
very concerning to 
me,” she said. 

Murray agreed the 
survey results as a 
whole were a lot to 
take in. 

Superintendent Dr. 
Glenn Brand appreci- 
ated that the data was 
fresh: and there was 
still time in the school 
year to address the 
issues brought up. He 
said he’s encouraged 
already by. the work 
being done by the new 
Social Emotional Lear- 
ning and Family En- 
gagement Specialists. 
He also agreed with 
the concerns of the 
committee and hoped 
to see more opportuni- 
ties for engagement 
from the specialists.
